AUSTRALIA'S 
CROP OUTLOOK OBSCURE 


| Varying Factors Create Numerous 
| ‘Loeal Conditions 


| SYDNEY, N.8.W., Jan, 4.—Yield 
of the Australian wheat crop is ex- 


pected to be extremely variable in 
different districts this season, and 
this is due to a wide variety of 
conditions. 

Frost damage, the prevalence of 


black oats and the lateness of sow- 
ing are all important factors in the 
situation. 

For reasons of ecomomy—to avoid 
the use of superphosphate, and to 
reduce ‘the number of workings— 
many crops were sown very early, 
and unfortunately early and early 
mid-season varieties were in many 
cases planted out of season, As it 
was impossible to check the growth 
by feeding-off- with sheep on ac- 
count of the softened condition of 
the soil during the winter, they had 
come ipto ear too early, and frosi 
had done some damage. 

In the famous Gilgandra district 
hail storms have caused severe dam- 
age. One storm left a track over 
five miles wide and it could be traced 
for more than twenty miles, The 
crops op some farms were entirely 
destroyed, the hail cutting off the 
plamts a few inches from the ground 
as though they had been roughly 
harvested with a binder. ‘The area 
of crop completely wiped out by the 
hail has estimated at between 
14,000 and 15,000 acres, in which a- 
bout 50 farmers were concerned,

‘USE “BUILDING FOODS | 
FOR GROWING CHILDREN 

A healthy child should be grow- 
| ing. This means a gain in height 
and weight and _ requires’ proper 
building material. It is not pos- 
sible to build a good house 
poor materials. Neither is it, pos- 
sible for a child to build a strong 
body without satisfactory building 
material. 

Because of this growth and de- 
mand for materials, a child craves 
food frequently.
